
CAN ADMIRATION BE BEATEN? 



The question now occupying the attention of 
eastern horsemen, almost to the exclusion of 
everything else, is : “What three-year-old can 
beat Admiration?” This remarkable racing 
machine has set the most conservative follow- 
ers of the sport guessing, and with nothing but 
winning form on which to figure, there is no 
accurate means of estimating just how fast and 
far the filly can go when fairly extended all the 
way. It is not many weeks since the now noted 
daughter of Kingston— Hypocrite was a maiden 
in the string of John E. Madden, who had pur- 
chased her from W. P. Norton. On the strength 
of a couple of startling private trials at Morris 
Park, ju6t before the close of the Westchester 
Racing Association’s spring meeting, Sydney 
Paget paid a fancy price for the fil'y, and tbe 
investment has already proved a gold mine. 

Admiration made her three-year-old debut 
at the Brooklyn Jockey Club’s meeting on May 
31, in a six-furlong dash for fillies. The condi- 
tions let her in at % pounds, and, in the hands 
of Odom, she won in a canter from Cion 
silla, 4, 111; L’Alouette, 4, 111; Lambent, 6, 
119; Theory. 3, 96; Cleophus, 5, 129; Whip- 
lash, 3, 113: Onondaga’s Pride, 3, 1C8, and 
Our Annie, 3. 96. The time was 1 :14, but critics 
were not yet convinced that Mr. Paget had 
secured the star filly of the year. Admiration's 
next effort, however, showed her quality 
in an impressive manner. The race was the 
Spring Special at Gravesend on June 7, and 
with ICO pounds up and Odom again riding, she 
won cleverly over the one mile and one-sixteenth 
course in the remarkable time of 1:461. the pres 
ent record for the track. Behind her were 
Ethelbert, 3, 112; Tragedian, 5, 115, and Can 
dleblack, 4, 115. Her next essay was in 
a six-furlong sprint at Sheepsliead Bay 
on June 19, and by this time her merit 
was so generally recognized that the book- 
makers held her at 1 to 4. She carried 110 
pounds, and ridden by the regular stable 
jockey, Clawson, won in a gallop from 
Prestidigitatrice, 3, 115; Abuee, 6. 123, and Ben 
Hadad, 4, 128. the time being 1 :134£. This was 
on the same day signalized by the eastern debut 
of May Hempstead, who won the one-mile 
event in l:39t5, and inspired the discussion that 
led to last Saturday’s sensational duel. 

June 21 Admiration tried the even mile and 
once more won with consummate ease, in the 
hands of Simms. She carried 111 pounds, and 
s’mply played with Kirkwood, Pirate M.. The 
Kentuckian and Dan Cupid. The time was 
1 :41. Then her speed was put to a crucial test, 
and on June 26 she wa9 pitted against some of 
the fastest sprinters hereabouts in a dash of 
five and a half furlongs. The result was the 
same, as she came away when Odom let her 
and spread-eagled the lot in 1 :07*3. 

Then came the defeat of May Hempstead and 
a match with Ethelbert, the winner of yester. 
day’s Realization, is likely some ten days 
hence. She will probably find, should she race 
against Ethelbert, that he is a tougher prdpo 
sition than May Hempstead. 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Colonel William L. Simmons, the veteran Ken- 
tucky turfman, is having all kinds of bard luck 
with his horses this season. Ed Farrell, the star 
of tbe stable, haB failed to exhibit anything like 
the form expected of him. Many well-posted 
turfites predicted last spring that Ed Farrell 
would prove to be one of the best handicap 
horses on the western circuit this season, but 
the son of Order— 111 Wind seems utterly unable 
to win any kind of a race for Colonel Simmons. 
Ed Farrell’s nearest approach to a victory waB 
a dead heat with Marplot. Ben .Bramble is 



another disappointment to his owner. This colt 
showed to be quite a racehorse in the early part 
of hie two-year-old career. He was badly fright- 
ened by the fire in the stable yard last season, 
and has not been of much account since. Pri- 
vate Nolan, the much-touted half-brother to 
Flying Dutchman, in the Simmons string, is 
quite backward in his training, and there is no 
telling when he will be ready to race. — St. Louis

Writing from San Francisco to a Sydney 
friend, the Australian trainer, W. J. Miller, has 
something to say about the races be saw here. 
He saw the California Derby run, and was not 
greatly impressed, the field being a po jr one. 
He adds that the the racing is not nearly up to 
the Australian standard and was especially 
struck by the number of bad riders, “the worst 
he ever saw.” To quote his own words: “I 
saw about two that could ride decently. All 
ride a la Tod Sloan, and they run their races 
from end to end. They don’t forget to use the 
whip, and some of them nearly fall off when it 
comes to a finish. People here who know the 
game say they have good riders and horses, but 
they have gone east, which is no doubt correct.

A suckling by 
Phoenix was included in the sale to Mr. Whit- 
ney, and the mare was bred to Miser this year.

To find the traditional needle in a haystack 
was about as easy as it was to pick a winner at 
Harlem yesterday. The track was deep and 
stiff and the horses thatwan were, as a rule, of 
the lowest class. Not one decided favorite won 
and the ring must have reaped a harvest. 

There was one redeeming feature and that 
was Jockey Nutt’s excellent work in the saddle. 
He had six mounts and rode four winners. 
This boy is in the best of form now and seems 
to ride with more intelligence than any of the 
other jockeys at the track. 

Nutt’s 3tar performance yesterday was on 
Cuirassier in the last race. There was a delay 
of over half an hour at the post and during this 
time he saved his horse carefully from fatigue, 
while the other boys and horses were squirming 
and jumping around like so many insects. 
When the starter did give the word Nutt was 
near the front and riding a waiting race 
eventually won easily by a couple of lengths, 

A field of nineteen of the most ordinary plat- 
ers at the track made up the first race which 
was at seven furlongs, and the ring was at sea 
as to what to make favorite. They finally set- 
tled on Sir Hobart and at post time he was the 
betting choice at 5 to 1. Springer was next in 
demand at 6 to 1. The latter proved to be much 
the best of the bunch in the deep going and won 
all the way. Harry Lee was second and For- 
ensic third. 

Pope Leo was backed from 3 to 1 down to 11 
to 5 to win the second race, but after leading to 
the stretch he had enough and finished far 
back. The winner turned up in Brulare, well 
handled by Nutt. 

It Beems that the riDg should soon become 
tired of laying long odds against Pay tbe Fid- 
dler, and considering the way he won the third 
race.it probably will. Nutt rode the gelding 
and after the others were exhausted he came 
through the stretch with a well-timed rush and 
won easily by three lengths from Lord Zeni and 
J. J. T. 

Tom Barrett’s hard luck colt Barrack won the 
five and a half furlongs spin for two-year-olds 
handsomely from Dick Furber. Barrack is a 
slow beginner, but as the field was small he 
avoided all interference during the early stages 
of the journey, and coming with a rush in the 
stretch he passed Dick Furber and Frangible 
like a flash, and after a little shaking up to 
cinch matters won off by himself. After the 
race there was a lot of talk about Barrack foul- 
ing Dick Furber in the stretch. There was 
some interfering, but Dick Furber, and not Bar- 
rack, was the cause of it. 

F. C. Moshier’s speedy mudlark, Evelya 
Byrd, made her first appearance of the season 
in the fifth race and after being backed from 
8 to 1 down to 3 to 1, spread-eagled her field, 
winning by two lengths from Antiquary.
